The seven man MPC delegation 
to. the Model United Nation’s of 
the Far West will leave for Spo- 
kane, Washington, and a four day 
MUN session Wednesday. 

Representing Nicaragua, 
bers of this year’s delegation are 
Judy Jenkins, Pat Knight, Robert 
Reynolds, Robinson, John 
Schiffeler, Penny Trowbridge and 
Sandra Wunsch with Dr. N. Gil- 
more as advisor. The session at 
Whitworth College in Spokane will 
climax five months of study of the 
United Nations structure, func- 
tions, and problems with special 
study devoted to the position of 
Nicaragua. 

The Model United Nations is 
the only scholastic opportunity 
available for MPC students to par- 
ticipate actively with upper division 
and graduatae students from the 
universities and colleges. It encom- 
passes over 1,000 delegates from 
110 colleges and universities in 11 
Western states. 

The MPC delegation 
lected in November and seminar 
study has been cenducted since. 
The regional or practice session in 
Berkeley on March 7 gave the 
delegation an opportunity to meet 
with other delegations from the 
area and to gain experience. 

To develop an understanding of 
the problems of the world and to 
provide a free and open forum for 
study and discussion, the Model 
United Nations is patterned di- 
rectly after the United Nations in 
New York. There are six commit- 
tees each dealing with a different 
aspect of world problems, as well 
as the Security Council and the 
Economic and Social Council.

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Experiment in Learning 


“It’s an experiment for MPC. It’s new, but it has great possibilities.” 

Mary Berthe, newly appointed ASM PC Commissioner of Academics, 
was talking about SCAP, the Student Committee for Academic Progress. 
It’s a student organized and operated tutoring service of which Mary is 
the chairman. 

Most colleges and universities have such a tutoring service. This is 
MPC’s first try at it, and it will need student participation and help. 

Over 350 students are on academic probation this semester be- 
cause of poor grades. Many of these can be helped by SCAP. Many other 
students who are on shaky footing in classes can up their grades with 
help from SCAP. The tutoring service can also enrich a class for a 
bored student. 

One of the most important jobs of SCAP will be to help the for- 
eign student. Many of these students have problems with the language. 
They don’t always understand the instructor because of this language 
problem, and can’t take notes. Here a SCAP tutor can help the interna- 
tional student with his English as well as with the subject he is having 


problems in. 

SCAP will be inexpensive too. For a private tutor, the student will 
pay $1.50 and hour. Tutors on the outside charge $2.50 an hour or more. 
SCAP also has a group tutoring service. Twelve students will have two 
tutors, and will pay 50 cents each. 

Next semester even these low charges may be cut, Mary said. The 
ASMPC may partially or completely finance the project in the future, 
if it is a success. 

The foreign student program is now in actual operation, Mary said. 
The other tutoring programs will probably begin within the next week. 

The main idea of this service is to instruct the students in a course 
and to teach him how to study for it. The results hoped for are better 
grades and more interest in the course. 

SCAP is necessary to many students. It can help, but it needs stu- 
dent support. You are a student. Support it.

SCAP. Connie Chappell, Kathryn McCulley, Barbara Bullock and Judy 
Nicols are committee members, and, with the help of Ed Burns, Judy

Adviser Max Tadlock, Dr. Jack Leach, Dr. Ray Gilmore, Mr. Everett 
Bibb and Mr. Duncan Sprague have also helped the students.

New Constitution Will End 
Phoney Class Elections

The organization of the classes 
has deteriorated under the present 
form of student government. 

No matter how effective and dy- 
namic the class officers may be, 
they cannot accomplish what they 
should under the present system. 


When the officers of a class with 
several hundred members can be 
elected by 15 to 20 people in a so- 
called class meeting, something is 
wrong. On such a basis it is very 
dificult for the class officers to 
have the kind of support they need 
to create effective programs. 


The new Constitution will do 
away with these phoney elections. 
Election for Student Senate repre- 
sentatives will be joined with class 
elections. The class representative 
who receives the largest vote will 
be the class officer. 


At the present time there are 
meny appointed officers in Student 
Some of these officers 
have a job to do while others are 
just serving as representatives. 


Council. 


The new Constitution will have 
representatives which are respon- 
sible to the people who put them 
in office. Also the new Student 
Senate will be organized in Com- 
mittees which, along with the 
ASMPC Cabinet, will do the va- 
rious jobs that need to be done. 

With the tightening and stream- 
lining of the student government, 
the new Constitution is also aimed 
at problems growing out of student 
body expansion. For, with an in- 
creased enrollment, there will also 
be an increase in the job that stu- 
dent government will have to play. 
The new Constitution and govern- 
ment of MPC will also play a more 
direct role in the life of the student. 

The creation of the Commission- 
er of Academic Affairs and SCAP 
is a bold new program which is 
probably going to improve aca- 
demic conditions on campus. The 
plan for new government is, after 
almost three semesters, finally 
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completed. It is now up to the stu- 
dents to have the final say as to 
whether the new Constitution will 
go into effect. 

Apathy is probably the most 
misused and over used word in the 
vocabulary of those in student 
government. Yet this condition of 
not caring exists and is a_ hin- 
drance to life at MPC. The new 
form of student government is not 
a panacea. 

But with a new form of govern- 
ment at MPC, all the problems of 
the present student government 
will not be solved. What the new 
constitution does is give student 
government and those in it a 
chance. It’s a chance to work with 
a new system that emphasizes the 
relation between student govern- 
ment and the student. It is a chance 
to work with a system that broad- 
ens the scope of student activity 
instead of one that stifles and 
limits activity.

Enrollment figures at MPC now 
total 3,734, a sharp rise over a year 
ago, according to Registrar Louise 
White.

Automationist John Diebold 
Tells of Need for Change 


“There is a change in the role of 
leisure in the United States. 
Whereas the old definition of leis- 
ure, according to Webster’s dic- 
tionary, was unemployment, to- 
day’s definition is more acceptable.” 

How this leisure is created was 
discussed in the recent lecture by 
John Diebold, the nation’s leading 
expert on automation. 

“The United States,’ Duebold 
said, “will not continue to lead in 
the development of automation if 
current trends continue, because we 
don’t understand that machines are 
agents for social change.” 

“The heart of automation is the 
theoretical structure for the under- 
standing of the nature of informa- 
tion,” he said. 

According to Diebold one of the 
advantages of this understanding 
will be to aid in instructional sys- 


tems. Machines will be able to 
analyze test errors, and use the 
results as a basis for judging 


whether the method of instruction 
was correct. Because of this, Die-

Diebold felt that a new govern- 
ment agency is needed, a ‘“Com- 
mission on Automation, to throw 
light on the problems automation 
presents. The commission would 
aid in insuring the ease of transi- 
tion, which will come when ma- 
chines lift the burden of labor 
from humanity. The commission 
would help prepare for the coming 
age of leisure.” 


Diebold said that once before, we 
ignored the human element in tech- 
nological change, during the Indus- 
trial Revolution, and out of this 
came men like Karl Marx. He said 
this should not be allowed to hap- 
pen again.

Scholarships for 


European Study 
Now Available 


For any student interested in 
studying abroad this summer, a 
limited number of scholarships is 
now being offered by two Austrian 
and four British universities. Adolf- 
Morsbach awards for summer 
study at most German universities 
are also available. 

From July 12 to August 22, the 
University of Vienna will hold a 
special summer session at its St. 
Wolfgeng campus in Stroble, Aus- 
tria. There will be a variety of 
courses available to students. This 
selection will include law, political 
science and liberal arts courses and 
German language courses. 

The aim of the Salzburg summer 
school at Salzburg-Klessheim is to 
provide students with an oppor- 
tunity to learn the German lengu- 
age and to acquire a first-hand 
knowledge of Austrian and foreign 
policy. Applicants for the six-week 
session, from July 5 to July 25, 
must be between the ages of 18 
and 40 and must have completed at 
least one year of college. 

The Universities of London and 
Oxford will hold their sessions 
from July 6 to August 14; the Uni- 
versity of Birminghem, from July 
5 to August 14; and the University 
of Edinburgh, from June 29 to 
August 7. Courses for all four uni- 
versity Summer sessions are de- 
signed for grzeduate students, but 
undergraduates have com- 
pleted at least two years of uni- 
versity work may apply.

We Need More Free Public 
Colleges NEA Commission Says 


Free public education through 


high school is no longer enough, 
the Educational Policies Commis- 


sion of the National Education As- 
sociation said recently. 


The commission recommends a 
nationwide program of nonselec- 
tive colleges offering at least two 
years of free public education to 
all high school graduates. This 
progrem is already in operation in 
California in junior colleges, such 
as MPC, offering general as well 
vocational courses. 

“The nation as a whole has 
never accepted the idea of uni- 
versal opportunity as applying to 
education beyond the high school. 


’ 


It is time to do so,” the commis- 
sion said. It was the first time a 
recommendation had been made in 
this form. 

According to the commission, 
students in these nonselective col- 
leges should be taught “to develop 
the tendency and ability to define 
problems as well as to solve them, 
to relate a fact or idea to others in 
new and significant ways, to apply 
specialized knowledge to more 
general situations.” 

The college should seek to en- 
large their enrollments through 
the use of radio, television, self- 
teaching devices, extension pro- 
grams, and correspondence 
courses, the commission said.
